TO CAUCUS FOR A SPEAKER TUESDAY. 


Berry and Needles Lead the Race for the 
Vacant Chair, 

The Republicans of the House will meet 
next Tuesday night in caucus to nominate a 
candidate for the Speakership, made vacant 
by the death of John Meyer. There are four 
or five avowed candidates for the position and 
these men will be in Springfield Monday 
morning. The contest will be a sharp one 
and it is within the possibility the matter may 
not be settled in caucus, Thomas B. Needles 
of Washington County wiil be a candidate, as 
wilt also John W. White of Whiteside, Will- 
jam G. Cochran of Moultrie, and Daniel 8. 
Berry of Carroll. All of these men with Mr. 
Meyer were candidates in January when the 
House met. 

The campaign over this office was exceed - 
ingly lively. Needles had Southern Illinois 
well in line; Berry and White came from the 
same section of the State and naturally drew 
from each other; Cochran had Eastern Illi- 
nois in ‘hand and Meyer had all of Cook 
County. Meyer drew from Cochran and 
Berry and won on the first ballot. The votes 
were deposited in a hat and Meyer's friends, 
with rare forethought, had his name printed 
on large cards of a fiery red color. He got 
forty-seven of these red cards on the first call 
of the rol! and won out. Berry was one of 
his chief supporters all through the ses- 
sion, and Meyer always remembered 
him, putting Berry in the chair at 
every opportunity. Mr. Meyer and Mr. Berry, 
accompanied hy their families, made a little 
visit to Mammoth Cave, Kentucky, along in 
May and Mr. Meyer asked Mr. Needles to 
preside over a Monday night session of the 
House, telling that gentleman no business 
ought to be transacted on the occasion re- 
ferred to, A lot of members who were dis- 
satisfied with the way things were going got 
into Springfield quietly and endeavored to 
advance a great number of bills, Needles, 
who wasin the chair, told these men of the 
promise he had made Meyer. They insisted 
on their rights in the premises, but Needles, 
remembering his pledge, kept the faith and 
adjourned the House. 

From that date until the end of the session 
Meyer and Needles were close friends, When 
Mr. Meyer came to the extra session he put 
Needles in the chair, and the gentleman pre- 
sided over the House from the time it met 
until the recess over the 4th of July. There 
will be ninety-one votes in the caucus and the 
indications are they will be about equally 
divided among the candidates. Cochran 
didn’t get the chair while Meyer was Speaker 
and the two gentlemen were not in accord 
during the regular session. Cochran was 
among the men who were inclined to fight 
Meyer and Dan Berry as weil. The feeling 
grew more bitter as the session came to an 
end. It was intensified by the fact that Cook 
County got a great deal in the way of 
legislation, much of it brought about 
by Meyer’s loyalty to Chicago. Cochran 
is a bright, smart man end a good 
lawyer. He presided over the House in extra 
session when the appropriations for the 
World’s Fair were made and acquitted him- 
self with honor. He waats a. revwion of the 
revenue code and is inclifed to favor legisla- 
tion on every topic embraced in the Govern. 
or's cause. He'll havea pretty good support 
in the cautus, but he will not get any votes 
out of Cook County. 

About ha!f the vote of Cook will be for Dan 
Berry. Ernst G. Schubert can have half the 
vote of Cook County .or the asking. Quite a 
number of Cook County men are talking 
favorably of Representative Frank Murdock, 
and it is within the possibilities that gentle- 
man's name Will be presented to the caucus, 
A good deal of feeling was manifésted against 
Berry durmg the regular session. Some of 
the members said when the extra session 
came they woulderesent any attempt on the 
part of Mr. Meyer to put Berry in the chair. 
The feeling against the gentleman is not as 
strong as it was. 

“Many men realize the fact that this is go- 
ing to be a political session, They know 
Altgeid has called it for party ends and with 
an idea of personal alvancement. The Dem- 
ocrats are well equipped with shrewd parlia- 
mentarians and fighters. They have an 
abundance of such people as Crafts, Tom 
Fearus, Alexander J. Jones, Stoskopf, Joe 
Schwab, and F. P. Morris. Dan Berry is apt 
to be a little abrupt at times and some folks 
say dictatorial. He knows parliamentary 
law, however, and he has had three or four 
terms in the House. He is big, strong, aud 
able- bod ied, and he doesn’t care much what 
the Democrats have to say about him. There 
can be no question but Berry ‘will get more 
votes in the Republican caucus than any of 
the other candidates. 

The fight when it narrows down will be be- 
tween Berry and Needles, judging from 
present indications. If itis half as bitter as 
it promises to be all the old leaders will be 
dropped and some new man put in the Speak- 
er's chair. A lot of Democrats were talking 
yesterday about a possibfe break up among 
the Republicans, in which event they wanted 
to swing their party in line for some minority 
Republican candidate, withthe view of break- 
ing up the Republican organization, but this 
is ali moonshine. The Republicans realize 
now, if they never did before, the 
full meaning and purport of Altgeld’s 
call. They will line up for a tight. 
The nominee of the Republican caucus, who- 
ever he be, will get the vote of his party, and 
he will be elected withort the support of the 
Democrats. The Republicans in the Cook 
County delegation will have several meetings 
the latter part of this week, with a view of 
harmonizing their differences and uniting on 
some one candidate. They want to get a 
Speaker who knows the wants of Chicago and 
of Cook County, and will be disposed to do 
the fair thing by the constitueuts they repre- 
sent. Every effort will be made to bring 
about harmony among the Cook County peo- 
ple, and the “delegation will probably be 
united when it goes to Springfield.

SPEAKER MEYVER’S ACTIVE LIFE. 


— 
His Health Undermined by Ceaseless At- 
tention to Duty. ‘ 

The story of Mr, Meyer's life is brief, but 
creditable and instructive, He was born at 
Mittlestrom, Holland, Feb. 27, 1852, and 
was only in his 44th year when he died. 
When 12 years old he emigrated with his 
parents te America and settled in Chicago. 
He was soon afterward left an orphan, but 
through his own industry and energy suc- 
ceeded in getting an education. While at- 
tending the public schools he maintained him- 
self by farm.work in the summer. In this 
way he prepared himself for college and en-. 
tered the Northwestern University. By a. 
continuance of his industrious and self-aeny 
ing habits he maintained himself there for 
three years and then entered the Union Col 
lege of Law, from which he was in due time 

graduated. 

In 1879 Mr. Meyer was admitted to the 
bar, and shortly afterward forme’ a partner- 
ship with J. S. Collman, whose sister he mar- 
ried in 1881, and whose father was the P resi- 
dent of a German bank in Freeport. This 
e éontinued until d year ago, when 

r. Collman returned to Freeport, and Mr. 
Meyer associatea himself in busin ess with 
Herman Vanderploeg, with offices at No. 84 
La Salle street, Although Mr, Meyer at once 
demonstrated his 2apacity asa lawyer his 
preference always seemed to be for politics 
and public life. In 1884 he was elected to 
the Lower House of the Legislature, and was 
suecessively reélected’ to the Thirty-sixth, 
Thirty-seventh, Thirty-eighth, and Thirty- 
ninth Legislatures. 10 all these bodies he 
occupied prominent positions. in his first 
session he was appointed Chairman of the 
Committee on Corporations and took a lead- 
ing part in the legislation of that year. In 
every succeeding session he took ao equally 
prominent 

In the Thirty-sixth Legislature he was 
largely instrumental ia the passage of an act 
for the establishment of sanitary districts, 
under which the construction of the Drainage 
Channel was u ken. He wes also the 
father of the law ma it requisite to the 
granting of a er. — to any railroad that 
the majorfty of the abutting property-owners 
should give their consent. e attended the 
special session of 1892, and voted to permit 
the World's Columbian Exposition to occupy 
Jackson Park, and the City of Chicago to 
make the loan of $5,000, for the promo- 
tion of the enterprise; by l the 5 per 
cent limit in the charter.

Philadelphia, Pa., July 3.—[Special. }—A

Chicago members of the Legislature held 
a meeting at Sherman House last night, 
passed resolutions deploring the death of 
Speaker Meyer, and arranged to attend the 
funeral in a body at Freeport Friday. Those 
present were Senators E. J. Dwyer, P. v. 
Fitzpatrick, Daniel Campbell, and John J. 
Morrison; Representatives David Shana- 
han, Alex, J. Jones, B. J. Mahoney, Albert 
Glade, M. G. Mayritzon, E, G. Schubert, 
Joseph S. Schwab, O. L. Dudley, Robert 
Muire, and William F. McCarthy. 

As a mark of respect growing out of the 
fact that he represents the same district as 
did Mr. Meyer, William F. McCarthy was 
chosen Chairman of the meeting, and Sen- 
ator E. J. Dwyer Secretary. Senators Fitz- 
patricksand Campbell and Representatives 
Jones, Mahoney, and Glade prepared and 
presented the following resolutions, which 
were adopted: 

Whereas, We have learned with deep re- 
gret the sad intelligence of the death of the 
Hon. John. Meyer, Speaker of the Thirty- 
ninth General Assembly of the State of Illi- 
nois; therefore, be it 

Resolved, By the members of both the 
Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Thirty-ninth General Assembly from Cook 
County, irrespective of political affiliation 
in party relations, that we would record our 
heartfelt sorrow at the decease of Speaker 
Meyer and take this occasion to record our 
tribute of him and his life work. 

Speaker Meyer was a man of pronounced 
convictions. He was possessed of great 
force of character. s a parliamentary 
leader he ranked among the ablest in the 
General Tssembly. He was a stanch friend 
and/a watchful, aggressive, and resource- 
ful/opponent. His career as a legislator, 
covering as it did eight F fade of active 
serv in the House of 
made him master of the high office of Speak- 
er, to which he was elected in January last. 
Although for a long period in failing health, 
his indomitable courage was such that he 
remained until the very closing hours ofan 
eventful session—a session whose impor- 
tant measures will for many years to come 
make an epoch in the political history of the 
State. He was a man of unusual strength in 
legislative work. He had a kindly and help- 
ful heart, a rugged nature, and a native 
ability which would have made him a leader 
of men wherever his lot was cast. His .pub- 
lic service demonstrated that his constant 
thought was for the people and with the peo- 
ple whom he was elected to represent.

New York, July 3.—There is a small entry 
list for the rich Realization Stakes at 
Sheepshead Bay tomorrow. This is proba- 
bly the result of Keenan's races this year, 
for he has won all so easily that he is thought 
to be invincible for this, the richest 3-year- 
old stake of the year. He has to carry 122 
pounds, with which he has no difficulty in 
winning thus far, and he has been called the 
best of the S«year-olds.

At 4:30 o’clock Champion 8. T. Chase ap- 
peared on the courts for his match against 
L. H. Waidner. It was a foregone conclu- 
sion that Chase would win, but the good 
showing made by Waidner in the match as- 
tonished everybody and earned him fre- 
quent rounds of applause. Waidner had evi- 
dently planned beforehand to go to the net 
on every occasion and stay there as 
long as possible. He certainly carried out 
his intention, and to his excellent play while 
there may be credited the games he won. 
With Waidner in that position of van- 
tage and Chase on the back line the pair 
were very evenly matched and*ten or a 
dozen strokes were required to decide nearly 
every point. But when Chase succeeded in 
getting to the net the tables were quickly 
turned and a couple of strokes would usual- 
ly win the point for him.

While his defensive 
play is first-class, especially his lobbing, 
his offensive work is liable to be rather soft 
and short. It is this change of pace which 
proves so aggravating to an opponent, and 
is as effective as when used by a baseball 
pitcher. He used it to great effect yester- 
day against Wrenn, popping little short shots 
over the net when Wrenn was on the back 
line expecting swift drives or volleys. 

The first set was won rather easily by Page.

Charles D. Sherwood, who is said to be an 
ex-Lieut.-Governor of Minnesota, commit- 


in the lake at the foot of Twelfth street 
early yesterday morning. Mr. Sherwood 
was a widower, 67 years old, and for some 
time had been living at the Hotel Victor, 
No. 54 Peck court. He lived alone and was 
not in business. It is claimed he owned 
property in Minnesota and Tennessee, from 
which he secured a liberal income. 

Two weeks ago Mr. Sherwood had a sur- 
gical operation performed, and as he was a 
physician it is thought he may have brooded 
on this and become fearful of recovery. 
The night before he had entertained a num- 
ber of his friends and seemed cheerful. Yes- 
terday he left his room at 5a. m., something 
unusual for him. He spoke to the night 
clerk as he left and said he was going out 
to get a little fresh air. At 6:10 o'clock his 
body was taken from the lake. It is not 
known whether or not he jumped into or fell 
int othe dake. The Coroner’s jury which 
listened to the testimony in the case in the 
afternoon returned a verdict to the effect 
that the man came to his death by drown- 
ing, but whether by accident or with intent 
to commit suicide the jurors were unable 
to determine. 

George Sherwood, a nephew, called at the 
morgue in the afternoon and identified the 
body. He said his mother, who is a widow 
of George Sherwood, the school book pub- 
Usher, would take charge of the funeral 
arrangements. Ex-Lieut.-Gov. Sherwood, 
he said, was a brother of the publisher. 

Sherwood, Tenn., is named after the ex- 
Lieutenant-Governor, and in 1891, when he 
visited the town, which is near the place 
where he was born, the high school graduat- 
ing class presented him with a gold-headed 
cane which bears the inscription: ‘Present- 
ed to Gov. C. D. Sherwood by his friends. 
Sherwood, Tenn., Dec. 10, 1891.“ 

This cane the old gentleman peized highly 
and he seldom left the hotel without it. He 
did not take it with him yesterday, however. 
In fact, he left his watch, pocketbook, and 
all his belongings in his room, and the only 
thing found in his clothes was a silk hand- 
kerchief without marks. He has a sister in 
Kankakee who has been notified and will 
come to the city today. 

St. Paul, Minn., July 3.—{Special.]—cC. D. 
Sherwood was a member of the Minnesota 
Legislature from Filmore County for sever- 
al terms, and served as Lieutenant-Governor 
from 1864 to 1866. He was prominent in Min- 
nesota politics during those years, but at the 
expiration of his term as Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor dropped out of active participation. 

At the close of the war a number of men 
residing in Southern Minnesota removed to 
Tennessee, and Mr. Sherwood went with 
them. He made his home in that State and 
is remembered by only the older residents of 
Minnesota.

The general improve- 
ment is causing a great change in the popu- 
iar feeling, and doubtless it will be found to 
prove to many thousands of toilers that they 
have been fooled by the cry that a debasing 
of the currency is necessary to an advance 
in their wages. 


THERE will be no National Democratic 
convention next month to repudiate the 
sound money plank of 1802 and adopt a 
dishonest money one, The free silver Dem- 
ocrats in other States do not dare to try to 
follow in the wake of Altgeld and Hinrich- 
sen. But there will be a free silver con- 
ference "’ at Washington on the 13th of Au- 
gust. This was called by the Memphis free 
silver convention and will not be representa- 
tive in its make-up dr authoritative in its 
declarations. Most of the delegates will be 
men who choose and represent themselves 
alone. There will be thirteen “‘ delegates” 
from Colorado, who will pretend to represent 
the Democracy of that State. They were 
chosen by a mass convention of sixty 
persons, Their expenses will be paid by the 
mine-owners, who are paying the expenses 
of the men who are stumping the country 
for free silver. That conference will be 
an utter fizzle. Of course Buck Hinrichsen 
will be there with his Illinois delegates, who 
were elected to go to a national conven- 
tion,“ but they might as well stay away, 
for they can do no good or harm by going. 


: THE DAY WE CELEBRATE. 

The evolution of Fourth of July bas carried 
the celebration of the national anniversary #0 
far away from the old standards that it has 
ceased to have any close referedce to the 
stitring events it was intended to commemo- 
rate. Had the signers of the Declaration any 
idea of what would occur on July 4, 1895, it 
is possible they might have hesitated before 
they affixed their names to that document. 
John Adams, it is true, recommended that the 
day should be observed with a great noise, 
but it is likely that tha old patriot had in 
mind the ringing of bells, the firing of cannon, 
and the patriotic shouts of vast multitudes, 
rather than the juvenile pandemonium which 
is now about all that is left of Fourth of July 
celebrations. 

In the old days the celebration of the Fourth 
had some reference te the associations it re- 
called—to the ride of Paul Revere, to the shot 
at Concord Bridge heard round the worid,”’ 
to the destruction of the tea, to Lexington 
and Bunker’s Hill, to Valley Forge and the 
surrender of Cornwallis, to the Deciaration of 
Independence and the freedom of the repub- 
lic. In those days our fathers and grand- 
fathers rose early and saluted the day at sun- 
rise with the firing of cannon, the ringing of 
bells, and the hoisting of fags. Days before 
this the women had made ready a Fourth of 
July dinner. During the day the population 
assemb!ed upon the green and sometimes the 
dinner was served there. The people went in 
procession to it with the drum and fife play- 
ing patriotic tunes. After dinner the minister 
offered prayer. The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence was read. The orator of the day 
made his speech. After the adjournment the 
young men had games for prizes, and in the 
evening there were fireworks. Thus ended 
the quiet, patriotic celebration, and many an 
exhausted man and distracted woman tonight 
will wish that the customs of the fathers had 
not gone into desuetude. 

The day we celebrate in 1895 will not be 
like those days, it is needless to say. The 
cannoo will be conspicuous by their absence. 
The bells will be mute. There will be no 
concerted celebration, procession, or bau- 
quet. Te celebrations will de of an individ- 
ual character and the celebrants will be large- 
ly small boys with a genius for racket and 
colossal capabilities for personal mutilation. 
Those adults who «an will flee from the pan- 
jandrum as from the wrath to come, Those 
who cannot get away will remain at their 
homes to protect them from conflagration. 
Thousands, however, will fly to remote and 

secluded places to enjoy a day of rest and 
freedom from the snapping, crashing noises 
which are supposed to typify: gratitude for 
freedom. The day in the cities will be largely 
devoted to those fiendish Mongolian agencies 
of noise, the cracker and the gannon cracker, 
and to that successful agency of mutilation, 
the toy pistol. All day long the air will be 
rent with their noise and Before midnight it 
will be possible to gain some idea of the 
harvest in scores of fires more or less disas- 
_trous, according to the agility of the 
Fire Department, and in a long and interest- 
mg catalogue of small children who have 
sacrificed upon the altar of national freedom 
fingers, arms, légs, eyes, and noses, and of 
older idiots who by their random shooting 
have mutilated people, some seriously and 
some fatally. Several other persons will 
celebrate in a bibulous manner and lose their 
money, aud the police patrol wagons will be 
well filleg. Busifess will be suspended, but 
firemen and policemen will not be idle. It 
will be the busiest day in the year for them, 
and when the noisy, slambanging day is over 
what will have been accomplished? What 
sentiment wiil prevail Friday except one of 
devout and utter thankfulness that the natal 
day of freedom is over and that the carnival 
of noise will not have to be endured fora 
year tocome? It is probably- useless to sigh 
for the good old style of celebration, for the 
conduct of affairs on this day as well as upon 
most other days has been relegated to the 
email boy, and the average small boy is far 
from being one of the noblest works of crea- 
tion on the Foarth of July gr on the fourth 
day of any other month in any other year. 
The only consolation in the case is that as he 
goes forward into manhood minus a leg, 
arm, hand, or eye be may look back with 
some degree of regret at his own breezy 
idiocy and discourage the hideous Mongolian 
ceremony with which young Americans ex- 


glorious day. 


THE DEATH OF SPEAKER MEYER. 

Though sudden, the death of Speaker Meyer 
was not unexpected. He himself and those 
who were near to him knew near the close of 
the last session that his days were numbered. 
Yet as far as his physica! strength would 
permit he discharged the duties of his office 
to the last. 

The City of Chicago tas lost the esrvices of 
an able Representative and the House of Rep- 
resentatives those of au efficient Speaker. He 
was elected first in 1886 and was steadily re- 
elected. Natural ability and experience 
made him a valuable member, and the Re- 
publican caucus which nominated him for 
the Speakership last January did so because 
he was the best qualified man for ha 
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have been the Speaker of the next House, if 
Republican, and that energy and ability 


which elevated the poor emigrant boy to the 


honorable position he oceupied when he died 
might have won him further advancement in 
time. 


CHANGE IN THE WEATHER BUREAU. 
The removal of Prof. Mark W. Haremgton 
from. the position of Chief of the Weather 


Bureau at Washington is a surprise to many 


who know how, much the efficiency of the 
service has been increased since he took bold. 
He was the first chief of the bureau since it 
was put under the control of the Agricultural 
Department, and there may be some roam to 
question how much of the subsequent im- 
provement is due to him and how much sim- 
ply to the change from the red tape of mili- 
tary sérvice, but none as to the fact. Since 
his appointment by the iate Secretary Rusk 
the work has been done more efficiently 
and more cheaply than before, the ex- 
penditures of the office kept inside the 
appropriations, the number of bulletins 
greatly augmented, and a most impor- 
tant gain made in the accurate pre- 
diction of the kind of weather the people were 
most interested to know of in advance of its 
arrival. It is notorious that for some years 
previous to the change the only predictions 
that eould be depended upon were those for 
minor variations in temperature and baromet- 


rie pressure, while the big storm movements 


often were not heralded by the weather clerk. 
The gentle breeze,” the light shower, 
and “slightly cooler” class of indications 
generally were verified, but the worst bliz- 
zards and tornadoes came without warning. 
That has not been the case for the last two or 
three years, and it is due to Prof. Harrington 
es a real student of the science of meteorology 
to say that the change of method was made dur- 
ing his adminigtration. It would be too much 
te say that no one who succeeds him is likely 
ta do as well, for there are just as good fish 
in the sea as ever were caught out of it,” and 
one of ‘the best kinds of efficiency is that 
which so conducts a business that its subor- 
dinates leara how to act efficiently after the 
departure of their chief. But it will be well 
if the Weather Bureau of the near future is 
conducted as satisfactorily as that of the last 
two or three years anda wonder if its work 
be worth more to the public in proportion to 
its cost. It is understood that Prof. Willis L. 
Moore, who has achieved an enviable reputa- 
tion at the head of the Chicago office, has 
been chosen to succeed Prof. Harrington.

THE INDETERMINATE SENTENCE LAW. 

The Judges sitting in the Criminal Court 
have decided that the indeterminate sentence 
or parole aw which went into effect Monday 
does not apply to offenses committed prior 
to the date of its taking effect. They base 
tneir decision, which is presumptively cor- 
rect, on a chapter of the statutes entitled 
Construction of the Statutes. But it is 
declared therein that if any penalty, for- 
feiture, or punishment be mitigated by any 
provisions of a new law such provisions may, 
by the consent of the party affected, be ap- 
plied to any judgment pronounced ow the 
new law takes effect. 

The provisions of the new law may be said 
with justice to mitigate those of the old one, 
for hereafter any convict guilty of anything 
less than murder will have to serve only the 
minimum term, which is but one year, pro- 
vided-he behaves himself and can convince 
the Warden and the Penitentiary Board 
he really desires to reform and lead a respect 
abie life. But on the other hand the new law 
may be worse for a convict who does not want 
to reform or who cannot convince the War- 
den that he does. For he will have to serve 
out the longest term that the law allows to be 
imposed, while had the jury fixed his sen- 
tence as it has been doing he might have 
escaped with a one or two year sentence. 

A fair interpretation of the language quoted 
above would give the men who are under in- 
dictment for offenses committed prior to July 
1 the privilege of deciding whether their 
sentences shal! be indeterminate or fixed. A 
first offender to whom a jury has given two 
or three years, and. who really wants to re- 
form, would be glad of a chance to avail him- 
self of the new law. With another man, 
however, it would be a matter of doubt. He 
might be puzzled whether to accept the cer- 
tainties of a fixed sentence—with a hope of 
release at the hands of Altgeld if he had 
robbed a bank or some other monopolistic 
corporation—or to take his chances with an 
indeterminate one. The Judge ought to teil 
him that he has an option.

“INCREASED USE FOR SILVER.” 

Representative Doolittle of the State of 
Washington is reported to be on his way to 
the National Capital for the purpose of pre- 
senting there and advocatinga plan for in. 
creasing the use of American silver. He is 
in favor of the coinage of a “chop” dollar, 
to contain as much silver as the regular silver 
dollar of the United States, but to have the 
American eagle on one face and the Japanese 
„chop on the other. These coins are not to 
be made redeemable in gold, and presumably 
he does not expect them to pass as legal 
tender in the United States, but he claims to 
believe that they would be received and cir. 
culated by people in the Orient, and that one 
of them. would buy twiee as much goods in 
Japan as the dollar in gold will buy in this 
country! 

Of course Mr. Doolittle demands this 
scheme to be adopted by Congress. Private 
individuals have no right to chop the 
American dollar by “ putting anew face on 
it.“ and have no right to make coins for cir- 
culation in any country without express 
authorization from and contract with the 
government of that country. But there is no 
good reason why Congress should again pro- 
vide for the issue of dollars for circulation 
in other countries in competition with 
Mexican dollars or any other kind of money, 
after the experienve we had with the “ trade 
dollars that were coined under the act of 
1873. Those were a flat failure, and 
soon had to be retired... They were not 
wanted abroad, though containing more sil. 
ver, and therefore intrinsically more valu. 
able than the dollar it now is proposed to 
„chop for foreign circulation. ‘There is no 
hope at all that the proposed coinage would 
supplant the Mexican dollar unless it were 
made so much like that as to deceive the Ori. 
entails into pelieving the dollars made in this 


government hardly ought to be expected to 
authorize it, even for the benefit of the silver

GREE 
COAL STRIKE OF LAST YEAR, 

The Illinois Bureau of Labor Statistics fur- 
nishes a report of the coal strike of last year 
in this State, the prineipal portion of which 
is given in another column. The strike is 
characterized as having been, with perhaps a 
few minor exceptions, an open, honorable, 
manly, undaunted, and earnest effort and av- 
peal made by hard-working and long-suffer- 
ing men for an increase of wages.“ The 
reasonableness of the claim is said to have 
been conceded by the public, the manufactur- 
ers, and many of the operators, so that tho 
struggle became remarkable throughout 
the State and country as a sympathetic 
strike.“ A rather large supply had been ac- 
cumulated by some of the’ operators to fur- 
nish their trade during any stoppage that 
might occur. 

Of the 25,207 men suspending and the 276 
mines involved 42 per cent of the men went 
out April 21 or previously, 34 per cent in the 
remaining days of April, 24 per cent in May, 
and the remaining small number went out 
later, Each of the 25,207 meri lost on the 
average 72.4 days, and applying this to the 
average running time the computer arrives 
at 43.4 days as the possible time on which to 
base the wage loss, or 33.6 days if allowance 
be made for the general dullness of last year. 
The total loss of work is estimated thus at 
846,055 days, which at $2 each makes a loss 
of $1,693,910 in wages, or a loss of $67.20 
to each man. No attempt is made to esti- 
mate the loss sustained by the operutors, ex- 
cept that it was ascertained an average of 
61.1 days per mine was lost. 

Of the 25,207 strikers 22,035, or 87.4 
per cent, sustained an average lose of 74 
days each and then resumed work at the 
same prices they received before going out, 
or made no settlement, or yielded to some re- 
duction or ebange that-falied in any manner 
to increase their wages. The remaining 3,172 
workers, 12.6 per cent, obtained an advance 
in prices or concessions of some kind that 
might be construed as being to their advant- 
age, but they lost an average of 63 days each. 
This is a very poor gum of benefit gained by 
a strike said to have been sympathized with 
by coal consumers and employers as well as 
by the general public. Surely the average 
strike, which has not this exouse or sympathy, 
does not pay those who engage in it. The 
wonder is that those of the working classes 
who constitute the trade unions have not dis. 
covered this important fact before today.

ALLEGED LEGISLATIVE CORRUPTION. 

A city paper prints a statement by ‘a 
Squth Water street merchant to the effect 
that he was a member of a committee which 
went to Springfield in order to get an obnox. 
ious provision stricken out of a bill which 
concerned the commission business, This 
anonymous individual says: 

We had not been at the hotel an hour until 
no less than half a dogen legislators approached 
mombers of the committee and proposed to aid 
in killing the substitute for a consideration. 
Their prices varied. Some of them wanted $500 
and others demanded $1,000. We have all their 
names. I was approached by a Cook County 
Senator who proposed to kill the measure for 
$2.500. If necessary. I am willing to go on the 
witness stand and tell everything I know about 
the matter. The other members of the commit- 
tee will do the same thing. 


If these allegations are true then It was the 
duty of the members of that committee, 
when these propositions were made to 
them so frankly and unhesitating y, to hunt 
up the State’s-Atturney of Sangamon County 
and put him in possession of the facts so that 
he might lay them before a grand jury. For 
it is an offense for a member of the General 
Assembly not merely to receive a bribe, but 
to propose to receive one. Whoever made 
openty a proposition to kill the billin return 
for money put himself in the hands of the 
man who made it, and the shortest way to 
kill a bill in such a case is not to pay the 
money, but to proclaim the corrupt offer to 
the world. 

If these committeemen were appecached, 
as they allege, they have neglected too long to 
perform a duty they owe the public. They 
should not neglect it any longer, but should 
give the names of the Senator and Representa- 
tives who solicited bribes, and should ask for 
an opportunity to go before a grand jury. It is 
not stated that they paid any money and thus 
became guilty of a violation of law. There- 
fore they can speak out with perfect safety. 


If a Cook County Senator or a Senator 


from any other part of the State has been try- 
ing to sell his vote or his influence his coneti- 
tuents have a right to know it, and it is an 
offense against them to withhold the informa- 
tion.

THREE NOBLE WOMEN. 


DAUGHTERS OF MARYLAND WHO 
MARRIED ENGLISH TITLES. 


„ Which Recalls the Careers in En- 
* of Three Granddaughters of 
es Carroll of COarrollten—They 
Married Inte Families of Nobility and 


Arose to . Distinction=Property Now 


Owned in England, 

A tract of land comprising about 156 acres, 
just outside the western limits of Baltimore 
City, in the Thirteenth District of Baltimore 
County, and south of St. Agnes’ Hospital 
and St. Mary’s Industrial School, was of- 
fered for sale at auction Wednesday at the 
Real Estate Exchange, but was withdrawn 
after five small parcels, including forgy-two 
acres, had been purchased at an average 
price of $327 an acre. 

The property is a portion of the lands owned 
in Maryland by the late Duchess of Leeds, a 
graddaughter of Charles Carroll of Carroll- 
ton and daughter of Richard Caton, after 
whom the Town of Catonsville is named. 

The Duchess died in 1874, and in her will 
directed that the real estate owned by her 
in this country should be disposed of by her 
executors, and the money thus secured 
should be used for the purchase of real es- 
tate in England, all of which, together with 
the English realty which: she possessed at 
the time of her death, was bequeathed for 
life to the Marquis of Carmarthen, which 
is the courtesy title of the heir to the Duke- 
dom of Leeds. The present holder of the 
title is the grandson of a cousin of the 
Duchess’ husband, she having died without 


. children. 


The property put up at auction is but a 
part of the estates in several counties in 
Maryland which came to her from Charles 
Carroll of Carrollton and his daughter. It 
was offered at first as a whole, but no bids 
being made fgr this the choice of fourteen 
parcels of it was next offered. The bidding 
for first choice was a bit spirited, and it was 
finally “ knocked down for $390 an acre to 
Mr. Ruxton M, Ridgely. After that the 


prices offered became steadily smaller until 


the fifth purchase, when Auctioneer Kirk- 
land announced, after a consultation with 
Anthony H. Hirst and Alexander Yearley 
Jr., that the remainder of the land was 
withdrawn. “ We had expected to get at 
least $400 an acre,” said Mr. Kirkland, and 
not a bit of it can be secured for less than 
$275 an acre,” 

The Duchess of Leeds was one of the three 
famous daughters of Richard Caton, who, 
from their beauty and charms, were often 
called the Three American Graces.” They 
became the wives of members of the British 
nobility. Louisa Catharine, the Duchess of 
Leeds, was the youngest of the trio. Mary 
Caton, the eldest, was at first the wife of 
Pichard Patterson of Baltimore, brother of 
Mme. Elizabeth Patterson- -Bonaparte, but 
in 1825 became the second wife of the fa- 
mous Marquis of Wellesley, elder brother of 
the still more famous Duke of Wellington. 
Elizabeth Caton was married in 1836 to Sir 
George William Stafford-Jerningham, Baron 
Stafford. 

The Duchess was herself wedded twice. 
She was first married in 1817 to Sir Felton 
Elwell thhurst-Hervey, a Colonel in the 
army, and an aide-de-camp on Wellington's 
staff at the battle of Waterloo. The follow- 
ing year her husband was made a Baronet, 
but In 1819 he died, and in 1828 his widow 
became the wife of Francis Godolphin 
d' Arey Osborne, Marquis of Carmarthen, 
and eldest son of the sixth Duke of Leeds. 
He succeeded his father in the dukedom in 
1838, and died without issue in 1859. His 
widow died in 1874 at the age of 82. She 
was the last of the three sisters to dle. The 
Marchioness of Wellesley had died in 1853, 
and Lady Stafford in 1862. None of them 
had any children. 

The Duchess was a philanthropic woman, 
and during her lifetime used much of her 
share of the estates, which she and her sis- 
ters inherited equally from their mother 
and grandfather, in establishing and sup- 
porting two orphanages—one for 3 at 
Mayfields, in County Su 
one for girls at Havtinale Oe in the oo 
county. In her will she provided liberally. 


for these two institutions, which are under + 


the control of Roman Catholic orders, and 
also gave Archbishop Manning £5,000 for 
the maintenance, support, and education of 
young men studying for holy orders in the 
Catholic Church.

IRELAND'S NEW CHIEF SECRETARY. 


Has Many Characteristic» of His Brother 
Ramored Irish Legislation. 

London, July 3.—[{New York World Cabie. ] 
—The new Secretary for Ireland, one of the 
most responsible posts in the gift of the new 
Tory Government, is awarded to a younger 
brother of Balfour, who made 
a record as a coercionist Chief 
Secretary under the Marquis ot 
Salisbury and who is now the leader in the 
House of Commons, The appointment of the 
younger Balfour is due entirely to his brother, 
who is generally recognized as the real leader 
of the Conservative party. The young man 
was never mentioned for any responsible 
office until a day or two ago. His appoint- 
ment is by Irish leaders as a threat 
that the old Balfour policy of coercion is to 
be resumed. He is described as much 
like Arthur Balfour, fragil, refined, 
passionless, and with all the 
amiable characteristics of his brother, but 
even more reserved and distant in manner. 
The time Arthur Balfour gives to philosophy 
Gerald devotes to ecbnomics. He was a mem- 
ber of the Royal Committee on Labor, and 
his cross-ezsamination of Englieh labor lead. 
ers on their erude socialistic schemes was 
singularly brilliant, He goes very little into 
society and lives with nis wife, who is a 
daughter of the last Lord Lytton, in a small 
house in K He is not rich and bas 
been e in meng public companies, 
some of them remarkably successful. 

The attachment between the Belfour broth- 
ers is exceedingly strong. A curious 
prophecy in counection with this appoint- 
ment is that in case of-a Conservative major- 
ity at the general elechon it is the purpose of 
Arthur Balfour to bring in a comprehensive 
echeme of land purchase, under which Irish 
tenants will become the owners of their farms 
on easy terms; to establish and endow the 
Catholic University of Ireland, and to bring 
in a new scheme of local government. 

The 
bulk of the Irish people will be excluded as 
rigidly as ever from any voie in the manage- 
ment of national affairs, and the right of 
public meeting sud combination will be as- 
sailed as it was under Salisbury’s last admin- 
istration.

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MYSTERY OF THE MBOOA FLATS 
kms MAY BE SOLVED, 


Youth Who Lives in the @uilding Made 


Hi.aself Prominent at These and Other 


Similar Suspicion Attaching to Him a 
His Previous Residence — Police Are 
Carefully Following Thfs Clew. 

The work of firebugs at the Mecca Flats, 
Thirty-fourth and State streets, received 
the careful attention of the police and de- 
tectives of the Stanton Avenue Station yes- 
terday, but no arrests. were made. 

Incendiary fires have not been novelties in 
the region of the Mecca Flats of late. A 
month ago a ted belonging to J. G. Moore, 
proprietor of the Rialto Laundry, No. 3328 
State street, was set on fire twice within one 
night, and the second time the shed was 
burned to the ground. A new stable was 
built forthwith, and the night of June 24 this 
was set on fire and burned, together with 
two horses and sets of harness. Last Mon- 
day night a barn located just across Thirty- 
fourth® street from the Mecca Flats was 
burned, and several horses were suffocated. 
All of these fires, like those in the basement 
of the Mecca Flats Tuesday night, gave 
every evidence of the work of incendiaries. 


A Fire-Loving Youth. 

A peculiar thing about these fires has been 
that one boy living in the Meca Fiats has 
nearly always been one of the first on the 
scene, and in some cases this youth has dis- 
tinguished himself by turning in the alarm. 
This fact in itself was suspicious. Last Mon- 
day night. when the barn on Thirty-fifth 
street burned down the_self-appointed hero 
made violent efforts to get the horses out of 
the blazing stable, and Tuesday night he 
helped the firemen loeate one of the fires in 
the basement of the Mecca Flats. 

his bay had already achieved a reputa- 
tion for likeing to see a blaze before his fam- 
ily came to live at the Mecca, They former- 
ly lived in the Armour Flats, but after sev- 
eral small fires which occurred there had 
been traced to the boy, it is said, the family 
was urged to find accommodations else- 
where. He was arrested two weeks ago for 
grabbing a pocketbook from a woman pass- 
ing in front of the Mecca, and he has not 
been renowned for orderly conduct in other 
ways. 

These facts have been much talked of 
since the fire Tuesday night, both by people 
living in the flats and by the police,who have 
been watching the boy carefully, 


He May Be the Incendiary. 

Several other facts have pointed to some 
one living in the building, and probably a 
boy. The remarkable ability to find his 
way in a labyrinth of rooms and passages, 
and in the dark at that, which was displayed 
by the incendiary last Tuesday night was 
noteworthy. So complicated are the pas- 
sages in the basement of The Mecca that 
even the janitor and night watchman do not 
venture to try to find their way at night 
without lanterns. Yet whoever did the 
work Tuesday night found his way all over 
the basement apparently without trouble. 
Certain it was, when he was finally scared 
up by the janitor and officers he was able 
to outstrip them in dodging the boxes, posts, 
and pillars of the basement in spite of his 
handicap of darkness. Then, too, the fact 
that the ceiling is very low would make it 
much more convenient for a boy to get 
That three attempts 
were made to burn the building in one night 
would point to the recklessness of youth 
rather than the caution of older heads in 
crime. 

The fright attendant upon the panics of 
Tuesday night was not quieted in some fam- 
ilies during all that night. In some cases 
women refused to go to bed, and watched 
throughout the dreary hours until daylight. 
This was not very general, however, for the 
presence of a heavy detail of police and de- 
tectives reassured most of the renters. In 
only one or two cases was the alarm so last- 
ing as to lead a family to notify the agent 
of the building that a removal was intended.

The Prohibitionists of Harvey are deter- 
mined to keep saloons out of the city and are 
confident with a tie in the Council Mayor 
Mathews would not dare to break it in favor 
of license without first having taken a vote 
of the people. There is little doubt a popu- 
lar vote would be in favor of prohibition.

Of 
this the prohibitionists are not certain and 
are talking about circulating a petition call- 
ing for a new election for the village organ- 
ization.

Mr. Root will hardly say that this is one of the 
taxes specified by the Constitution as allowable. 
He wilisay it is a fee paid in return for the right 
to incorporate. Then his opponent will say to 
bim. This inheritance tax is merely a fee paid 
for the enjoyment of the right to inherit. If your 
client does not want to take the inheritance 
cum onere, let him renounte it.“ 

Before going into court Mr. Root should read 
the mass of inheritance tax literature printed of 
late years and ascertain there the legal grounds 
it will be defended on. Some of them may be 
new to him.

There is no scarcity of money except with peo- 
ple who have nothing with which to buy money, 
and that class would not be advantaged by in- 
creasing the volume or changing the character 
of the currency or of any part of it. A man who 
has property for sale can obtain something like 
the market price for it, and money is so abundant 
that there are plenty of people willing to lend at 
much lower rates of interest than was the rule 
a few years ago to any one wuo has good credit, 
which means well-known ability to pay. Wher- 
ever a man has sufficient collaterals te offer as 
security there is plenty of money in the banks 
available, and it would not be rented to him 
without adequate seéurity if money were far 
more abundant than it is now. 

If it were known that Congress was going to 
coin that 124,000,000 of silver bullion at 
the rate of about.50 cents of intrinsic value for 
each dollar of nominal value, and put into cir- 
culation those doliars or their paper representa- 
tives, the situation would be more critical than 
itis today. The people would recognize the fact 
that there was that much more half worth silver 
coin to be taken care of and held upto par by 
the sustaining power of gold, and they would 
understand the larger load to be more dangerous 
than was the smaller one, which two years ago 
was a great menace to the maintenance of the 
parity. If, then. silver should begin to go to a 
discount as compared with gold we would 
be on a much steeper grad .lead- 
ing down to the gulf of silver monometallism 
than we were two and a quarter years ago. It 
would be more difficult to arrest the dowy ward 
movement. It might be found impossible to 
do 80. 

The greenbacks are kept at a parity by redemp- 
tion in gold, which is not the case with the silver 
certificates. These certificates are redeemable 
in silver. The change proposed would relieve 
the government from the necessity of finally re- 
deeming those greenbacks with gold, but would 
it relieve it from the responsibility of taking care 
of the added 124 millions of half worth 
“money” and keeping it at par? It sim- 
ply would bring about a condition that 
might result in a shump to the 50-cent basis, and 
the more of that 50-cent money we fave un- 
protected the greater is the danger of a decline 
to 50-cent dollars and silver monometallism. 
Mr. Pierce must be aware of that important fact. 
He avoids all mention of the issue of more of that 
kind of paper money against other deposits of 
silver, but must know that if the extension were 
authorized it would be difficult to draw the liue 
beyond which it should not go. Wehardly could 
refrain from issuing more, and still more, under 
continued pressure from the free silver extrem- 
ists till the end was reached for which they are 
clamoring and fighting. The extension proposed 
by Mr. Pierce would not give them efficient relief, 
and therefore would not please or placate them. 
It would not improve the value of their 


» bullion in the slightest degree. It simply would 


take out of the government vaults a lot of silver 
that now lies idle there, but ought to be regarded 
as security for part of the difference in value be- 
tween the silver dollar and the parity of the cer- 
tificate that has been issued against it. Nor 
would it piease the public to retire $124,000,000 
in greenbagks which are redeemable in gold and 
substitute for them $124.000,000, in paper not 
so redeemable. The scheme looks like one to 
precipitate a disturbance in the various kinds of 
currency we have in circulation, as it makes no 
provision at all to prevent a slump by the use of 
a gold guarantee of redemption. 

We now have a large amount of silver and silver 
certificates which circulate at par chiefly be- 
cause the government is receiving it at par in the 
payment of customs duties and international 
taxes, pays it out at par, and makes every effort 
to keep it in circulation, even going to the ex- 
pense of transporting silver dollars from Wash- 
ington to persons in the interior who will pay for 
them with gold or paper directly redeemable in 
gold. The government undoubtedly can con- 
tinus to maintain a large amount at par by~this 
means, but there is a limit, and probably we are 
not far from having reached that limit, if we 
have not already passed the limit of safety. And 
without question the very day that limit was 
exceeded, there being any considerable pressure 


of silver over and above what can be used 


in payment of dues to the government, the silver 
would go to a discount as in all free coinage 
countries. The 50-cent silver money could not 
be held up as the equivalent of gold and there 
would be no eacape from the evils of a debased 
silver monometallism. 

It may be suggested that if deemed advisable 
to issue paper against the now uncoined silver in 
the Treasury it would be far safer to do it on the 
plan proposed by the late Secretary Windom 
than in the manner named by Mr. Pierce. There 
would be no risk in issuing against the silver as 
many certificates as represent its bullion value 
in terms of gold. True, that would require the 
issue of paper tor less than 70,000,000 
instead of 124,000,000, the latter having 
but 51 per cent of the intrinsic value behind it. 
But it would be far the safer. as not imperiling 
the ability of the government to maintain the 
pasity and preserve the honor  f the nation. a 

indom plan is the one that should be ones 

if we are to go any further into the silver busi- 
ness, but that is just what the free silver ex- 
tremists do not want. Their wish is not oe pee 
serve the parity and uphoid the — standard 
of the currency, but to destroy the one and de- 
base the other. itis not wellfor Mr. Pierce to 
run the risk of being classed with them by argu- 
ing for something the adoption of which wonid 
tend to force the issue in the direction they are 
working for.]

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The New York Standard form of policy is used 
in INinois, and this is specific in its wording re- 
garding fireworks. The following are among its 
provisions: 

This entire policy, unless otherwise provided by 
agreement indorsed hereon or added hereto, shall 
be void if the insured now has or shall hereafter 
make or procure any other contract of insurance. 
whether valid or not, on property covered in whole 
or in part by this policy, or it the hazard be increased 
by any means within the control or knowledge of 
the insured, or if. (any usage or custom of trade 
or manufacture to the contrary notwithstanding) 
there be kept, used, or allowed on the above de- 
scribed premises, benzine, benzole, dynamite, 
ether, fireworks, gasoline, greek fire, gunpowder 
exceeding twenty-five pounds in quantity, naph- 
tha, nitro-glycerine, or other explosives.”’ 

All day.long yesterday inspectors of the various 
insurance companies were visiting down-town 
stores where fireworks were being carried in viola- 
tion of the terms of the policy contract and noti- 
fying the owners of the fact that policies were 
made void by this action. Not only were the own- 
ers of stocks of goods notified, but owners of build- 
ings also. The owners of the buildings in which 
the Leader is located were notified of an increase 
of 4% of 1 per cent in the rate of insprance. This 
penalty of ½ of 1 per cent is charged in addition 
to the regular rate for the privilege of carrying 
fireworks for one month or any portion of a month. 
The handling of firecrackers is exempt from this 
provision, however. 

as 

1 uestion of sprinklers and their value as a 
préventive of fires is one which has exponents 
both for and against. Asa general rule the equip- 
ping of a store or factory building with sprinklers 
reduces the risk in the opinion of insurance men, 
though some underwriters will not accord much 
praise to them. One of the serious objections to 
automatic sprinklers is the liability to become 
stuck when needed and the further liability to 
open when their services are not needed. The 
underwriters who are not favorable to sprinkler 
systems give as a reason for their objection the 
excessive water damage caused by sprinkler heads 
coming open when there is no fire. The Boston 
Manufacturers’ Mutual Fire Insurance company 
has announced it will hereafter protect its policy- 
holders from damage by water from the breakage 
or leakage of sprinklers without extra,charge. The 
automatic spriklers are arranged so that a tem- 
perature of from 130°to 150° Fahrenheit will re- 
lease the sprinkler head and throw a stream of 
water for a distance of fifteen or twenty feet in 
each direction. One of the troubles which has 
been experienced in the practical use of the sprink- 
ler is the danger of the water supply becoming 
exhausted. The sprinkler system is usually con- 
nected with a tank on the roof of the building 
equipped and the gravity pressure is used. In 
many, instances this tank is found on inspection 
to be empty and the building is therefore in no bet- 
ter condition than if there was no protection. All 
of these contingencies are likely to arise and there- 
fore many underwriters will make no particular 
distinction for risks equipped with sprinklers. 
There is a difference of 25 per cent in rates in Chi- 
cago for sprinkled risks, however.

Milwaukee, Wis., July 3.— [Special. I- John T. 
Wyman, the receiver of the Minneapolis Mutual 
Fire company,. began suit here today against the 
Kimberly-Clarke eompany of Neenah and Ap- 
pleton to recover 100 pér cent assessment on pre- 
mium notes together with the face value of the 
notes. Previous to 1890 the Kimberly-Clarke 
company entered into a contract, according to the 
complaint fil this morning, to insure with the 
insurance co ny for five years and gave its 
note in payment of the premlums# According to 
the contracts the insured becomes a member of 
the company and agrees to pay the premiums an- 
nually during the life of the policies, and, in ad- 
dition, sums not to exceed five times the amount 
of the annual premiums or assessment. Dec. 10, 
1890, application was made for the appointment, 
in the Minneapolis courts, of a receiver for the 
insurance company, and Charles Shandrew was 
appointed, Mr. Shandrew died the year follow- 
ing and Mr. Wyman was appointed. It was found 
the assets of the company, aside from the premium 
notes, were insufficient to pay the obligations and 
an order was secured from the court levying an 
assessment of 100 per cent on the premium notes. 
It is alleged in the complaint that the Kimberly- 
Clarke company failed not only to pay the assess- 
ments, but also the premiums as they fell due, 
and judgment is asked for $1,774, the total amount, 
including the assessments a'leged to be due.

answer for the murder of Carey B. Birch, 
cashier at the Armitage avenue barns of the 
W st Chicago Street railway company. A 
Coroner’s jury so decided yesterday, and 
also censured the street car company for not 
affording to its employés better protection. 
Coroner McHale conducted the inquest at 
the West North Avenue Station. The evi- 
dence showed that the murder was deliber- 
< ately planned, and that it was the intention 
ot the prisoners to kill Birch before robbery 
was attempted. 

The first witness to be called in the case 
was Benjamin Phillips, Division Superin- 
tendent of the West Chicago Street railway 
company. He said that on June 22 he was at 
the Armitage avenue car barns at 2:15 
o'clock in the morning, talking with the 

claim agent, when his attention was called 
to an unusual scene in Birch's office—the 
place being filled with smoke—and hastening 
there he saw Birch in a half reclining posi- 
tien under the money counter. A caught 
hold of him by the shoulders,’ the witness 
said, “and started to take him to the door, 
wshen I heard some thing drop to the floor. 
Stooping down I picked up a revoiver. I 
saw that he was wounded, and laid him 
down near the door, placing a pile of coats 
under his head. He was unable to say any- 
thing more than ‘Iam shot.’ The police were 
soon at the barn and Birch was removed to 
the hospital.“ : 

James Williams, a register inspector in the 
employ of the street railway company, was 
going home aboyt the time of the murder, 
and when passing the corner of Armitage 


and Campbell avenues he passed two men. 
They looked at him suspiciously, d he 
took a close look at them. He ide 
Manow and Windrath as the men 

seen at that time. The men were 

stand up near the Coroner, and 

inted out the two prisoners as 
ad seen. 

„never was in that neighbo 
Windrath when he was pointed out by the 
witness. a 

Mr. Williams, however, said he was posi- 
tive the prisoners were the two men he had 
‘geen. The place where he met them was 
about sixty feet from where the tragedy 
took place. He did not hear of the murder 
until an hour later. 

Capt. Larson next took the stand and told 
of taking Birch's ante-mortem statement, 
which was read to the jury. 

Some Sensational Testimony. 

Edward Klatt, an iron molder living at No. 
812 Milwaukee avenue, was the first witness 
to have something sensational to say. He is 
an acquaintance of Manow and said that 
when at his room the prisoner made a mask 
out-of cloth and tried it on the face of the 
witness. I went to his house a week later 
end saw a piece of rubber hose there filled 
with lead,“ continued the witness. “ His 
wife was handling the billy and she play- 
fully said that she would hit her hysband on 
the head with the ‘ghost killer,’ as she 
called it, When William Languish was ar- 

ested before the murder I told Manow, and 
he asked me to take a walk with him to see 
if the prisoner could be identified. When 
on the street Manow said: ‘I suppose you 
think there is lots of money in this business. 
He said: There isn’t much in it, as I and 
Joe Windrath only made $700 last winter. 
But we have a good thing on hand now, and 
there is all kinds of money in it.’ I asked 
him what it was and he said: We havea 
few car barns in our district and Joe and I 
oan do the job alone at one of them, because 
there is only one man in the money office at 
‘night. But at all of the other barns there 
n and it will take three men to 
do the job. At the place where the one man 
is it will pay us from $3,000 to $4,000 and 100 
3 of silver; — one — 4 — —— 
Uke a y man, an e gets an 
0 nity A use bis gun; but he will 
not get that chance.’ 

On the night of the murder I saw Wind- 
rath and Manow and they spoke about get- 

ready to do the car barn job. Manow 

he was going to California the following 
week, as he and Windrath were to fix one of 
the car barns that night, and they would 
have lots of money to travel with. 

“The night before the murder,” the wit- 
ness continued, I met Manow and he said 
he was broke. He didn’t,have a cent all 
week, but the day after the murder I heard 

had money, and that he was spending it 
rally.” 
More Clinching Evidence. 

The next witness, Ernest Schmitke, an old 
German who could not speak English, said 
Manow came to his house on Division street 
the morning after the murder at 5:30 o’clock 
and gave him $6 in silver and sent him out 
after beer and whisky. “I asked Manow,” 
said the witness, where he got so much 
money and he said that he and Joe had shot 
some one. He told me that Joe first shot at 
the man and did not hit him, and then he 
shot. The man, he said, also shot and then 

the revolver fell out of his hand. He then 
said that Joe made two reaches for the silver 
and the paper money. He also told me there 
Was a big bag of silver money there and Joe 
tried to lift it but fell on his knees. Joeand 
he then got scared, he said, @s they heard 
people running, so they left. Joe told Julius 
that he was shot; that a bullet struck him 
‘and that it burned. Julius examined Joe, 
but found that he was not shot. He left my 
house after being there awhile, and then 
came back about noon with a new suit of 
elothes. Manow’s wife was with him wher 
he called first, and she remained there all 

Gay. Manow went away again and came 

back to my house in the evening with Joe 

Windrath.” They talked in English when 

at his house, but he could not understand 

what they said. 

The revolvers with which the murderers 
fired the fatal shots at Birch, it is believed, 
were found hidden in the yard back of the 
house of the witness, as Schmitke found two 
revolvers there the day after the murder, 
and he says he took them to the police sta- 
tion and told Inspector Schaack. He also 
told the Inspector that Manow and Wind- 
| had left them there. The circumstances

reason for the belief that the local slate for 
national delegates to represent the seven 
Cook County districts has been made up.

The Swift people will be 
tendered a couple of places, the Jamieson- 
Healy-Lorimer combination will cut off a 
couple, and the fifth will be given some man 
whe is friendly to both sides, possibly 
Trustee Boldenweck. He is a North-Sider. 
Trustee Eckhart and Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works Kent would suit the city adminis- 
tration people, and J. W. Fernald of the 
Thirty-second Ward and James H. Gilbert 
of the Fourth would be more than satis- 
factory to the County Building machinc. 
Such a ticket as is suggested would allow all 
to dwell in unity and peace until spring. 
The Democrats will probably renominate 
Trustees Wenter and Kelly, possibly pick 
up Cooley again, and may put ex-Judge 
Prendergast on their ticket. It is a matter 
that has not been considered much. 

This talk about Commissioner of Public 
Works Kent for Drainage Trustee is some- 
thing new. Some of Mr. Kent's friends 
deny it, and when he is approached on the 
subject he says he is out of politics. The 
program is said to be to put Mr. Kent on 
the Drainage Board, make Health Commis- 
sioner Kerr Commissioner of Public Works, 
and place a physician at the head of the 
Health Department. Mr. Kent, it is said, 
finds that he cannot afford to let his private 
business go entirely. His present public 
position takes all of his time, while if he 
was on the Drainage Board he could give 
his private business at least two-thirds of 
his time. This story may or may not be 
true, but it is talked about considerably by 
men who make slates. Kent has shown 
much ability as a. public official, even if he 
did get the County Building machine people 
in a tangle over patronage. 

If the program now on can be put through 
the politicians believe they can avoid a 
fight with the people over the matter of who 
Shall be the delegates to the convention. It 
is a clever piece of political scheming. The 
way it would be carried out would be to say 
as little about politics as possible. Then the 
middie of April, just after the calling of the 
State convention, the county committee, 
which is controlled by the County Building 
machine, would meet and call a convention 
for the earliest possible date. This would be 
ten days, if the primary law was observed, 
but the machine has not cared much for this 
law since the majorities have become so 
large. Free-for-all is good enough for most 
of the wards, but most of the committeemen 
feel reasonably sure. By the grace of Judge 
Carter’s Election Board the committeemen 
of both parties were allowed to name the 
judges and clerks of election. These men 
act at primaries, and have been educated in- 
to the belief that they cannot be lodged in 
jail for irregularities at primaries. Even if 
the machine has a majority of the commit- 
teemen, and Billy Lorimer and Dan Healy 
have the County Hospital, the Dunning insti- 
tution, and all the small fry about the court 
buildings, there are some men on the com- 
mittee it will be hard to handle when it 
comes to rushing the program. Lloyd Smith, 
who is on the committee, will lead the North 
Side wards, and he is a pretty good fighter. 
He will have the assistance of John M. 
Smyth and Chris Mamer from the West 
Side, and with one or two scattering wards 
might be able to cause the machine to move 
cautiously, to say the least. 

It is not believed the county machine will 
get its program thfough, as the Republican 
leaders outside of the office-holding brigade 
have their weather eye open. ‘They do not 
care for the Drainage Trustee election if the 
non-partisan idea now on is carried out, but 
they do propose to have something to say 
about who will go to the convention, and 
they do not want Cook County represented 
in the next National convention by a lot of 
office-holders. As it is now the office-hold- 
ers in Cook County have the party by the 
throat and it is time for some one to inter- 
fere. Next year’s convention, from a busi- 
ness-man's standpoint, will probably be the 
most important one in the history of the 
party. Chicago is the chief commercial city 
in the country and its business-men should 
have something to say. The mercantile and 
corporate interests of this city are largely 
controlled by Republicans.
